368  of  the  Acts  of  1966  -  Section  1, 
sub  part  (2)  relating  to  ballots  delivered  in  person  at  the  office  of  the 
clerk. 

The  affidavit  on  the  ballot  envelope  for  a  person  who  will  not  be  in 
the  city  on  the  day  of  the  biennial  state  election  reads  in  part  as 
follows: 

" . that  on  the  day  of  the  biennial  state  election  to  be  held 

in  the  current  year  I  shall  be  absent  from  the  city  in  which 
I  am  a  voter,  but  that  I  have  no  address  outside  said  city 
from  which  said  ballot  may  be  seasonably  returned”  . 

Such  voters  are  permitted  to  vote  by  absentee  ballot  prior  to  the  day 
of  the  election.  The  attestation  calls  for  the  signature  of  the  Clerk 
(or  assistant)  of  the  city  . 

At  a  meeting  of  the  City  and  Town  Clerks  held  on  Friday,  26  August 
1966  at  the  State  House  under  the  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  State  to 
discuss  this  new  legislation,  Mr.  Cummings  asked  the  following  question 
"to  whom  does  the  above  attestation  apply?" 

Mr.  Norman  Gleason,  Supervisor  of  Elections  in  the  office  of  the 
Secretary  of  State,  answered  his  question  as  follows: 

"Such  ballots  may  be  executed  before  any  member  of  the  Board  of 
Election  Commissioners,  or  by  any  of  the  Permanent  Assistant  Registrars  of 
Voters  of  the  City  of  Boston,  who  may  be  authorized  by  the  Board  to  assist 

them. " 

It  was  suggested  by  Mr. Gleason  that  any  such  Assistant  Registrars  of 
Voters,  so  authorized,  should  be  named  in  the  minutes  of  a  meeting  of  this 
Board. 

Mr.  Cummings  submitted  a  list  of  the  permanent  assistant  registrars  of 
voters  in  this  office,  and  the  Board  VOTED  to  authorize  any  person  named  on 
said  list  to  assist  any  voter  who  desires  to  cast  this  particular  type  of 
absentee  ballot,  and  /to  meet  the  requirements  of  law.
